Pearson crushes 
students' hopes 
for free airlift 

OHAWA '(CUP) - Prime 
Minister Pearson denied 
yesterday thai he had se- 
riously suggested that Ca- 
nadian university students 
seek free transportation via 
Air Canada to return home . 
to vote in th« November 
8th elections. 

The slatcmciil was attrihulcd 
to Mr. Pearson by a Toronlo 
newspaper earlier this week. Tlic 
article quoted the Prime Minis- 
ter as saying in an informal 
address to students of Memorial 
University, St. John's NHd., that 
"free rides" could be applied for

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Resist the popular pressure 



^ The Bladen Commission Report on unlvertity financing, published this morning, recom- 
mends that universities "resist the popular pressure" for free' education. 

It suggests that more emphasis 
should be placed on bursaries 
than on loans in increasing stu; 
dent aid, and reserves for gradu- 
ate students the bullc of its re- 



commendations for more aid. 

The four-man commission in- 
cludes McGill Chancellor Howard 
Ross. Appointed by the Canadian 
Universities Foundation more 
than a year ago, it held hearings 
at universities across Canada be- 
fore preparing its report. 

The report distinguishes sharp- 
ly between graduate and under- 



. graduate students in its recom- 
mendations. ^ . . 

"Graduate sludcnts' should be 
fully or almost fully supported" 
by grants of at least $2,000 in 
order "(o attract Into the gradu- 
ate school enough students of 
high calibre to meet the needs of 
universities, government and busi- 
ness." 

But vthe .report makes no Judg- 
menl^'on' How desirable the pro- 
jected Canadian undergraduate 
enrolment is, and recommends 
no measures to Increase it. 



It says that the emphasis in 
increased undergraduate aid 
should be on bursaries rather 
than loans, and that parents 
should recognize and accept their 
responsibility in paying for their 
children's education.

CUSO to triple 
development aid 

Ottawa (CUP) — At the 
national conference of CUSO 
held in Ottawa, Oct. 2 and 3, 
the student organization re- 
solved to increase its present 
323 overseas volunteers to 
1.000 within the next two 
years. 

The student volunteers 
work in developing countries 
throughout the world, with 
their salaries paid by the local 
governments. 

Whethuj^he^rojectcd ex- 
pansion nn^te^'chieved will 
depend on CUSO's relation- 
ship with the federal govern- 
ment and the Company of 
Young Canadians, according 
to Paul Ladouceur, inter- 
national affairs secretary of 
the Canadian Union . of Stu- 
dents. 

CUSO has a budget of 
$215,000, half of which comes 
from corporate donations and 
half from the federal govern- 
ment. 

Prime Minister Pearson, ad- 
dressing the conference at a 
luncheon Oct! 1, said the 
government would continue 
an "active partnership and co- 
operation with CUSO whether 
through direct assistance or 
tlirough the Company of 
Young Canadians."

The Bladen Commission 
Report 

1. An increase of Federal 
per capita operational 
grants for universities of 

■ from two to five dollars 
effective this academic 
year. 

2. A doubling of student 
aid, with more emphasis 
on bursaries than loons. 

3. Provinces should "resist 
the popular pressure for 
the abolition of fees". 

4. Graduate Students 
should be given "ge- 
nerous support" to pay 
all their expenses ( about 
$2500). 

5. Government scholarships 
based on merit should 
have a $250 celling. 

6. The federal government 
should give capital 
grants of $5 per capita 
to meet 50 per cent oF 
the capital costs of uni- 
versities, excluding resi- 
dences and students' 
activities centres. 

7. The provinces should 
establish grants commis- 
sions with strong acad- 
emic representation to 
divide gross operating 
and capital grants among 
the universities. 

8. All federal funds for 
higher education should 
be distributed under 
provincial control. 

9. A minister of the federal 
government should act 
OS a co-ordinator of Fed- 
eral loans lo oil univer- 
sities.

Science at the central campus. 

Dean IL D. Woods of the 
Faculty of Arts and Science -was 
asked what the prime considera- 
tions had been in making the 
decision. The Dean replied that 
it was becoming Increasingly 
difficult to acquire real estate 
downtown, particularly at a 
reasonable price. Secondly, the 
ever increasing influx of stu- 
dents has created more difficul- 
ties than a university of our 
size is capable of handling. Final- 
ly, the continuing shift of many 
English-speaking Montrcalcrs to 
the Lakeshore makes It desir- 
able and necessary to have educ- 
ational fadiitles' nearby. 

The proposed Faculty would 
offer courses in all fields, en- 
abling any student to attend. 
Dean Woods was asked whether 
there would be enough surplus 
staff to allow the MacDonald 
Faculty to begbi immediate full- 
scale operation. He said that the 
central campus would probably 
have to service the new depart- 
ments at the initial stages, but 
eventually the MacDonald Facul- 
ty would become self-sufficient. 

The most important questions 
to be asked about the MacDonald 
plan arc how far the plannbig

Character and intellect are the basis of selection for a 
Rhodes scholarship. Qualities of manhood, honesty, duiy, sym- 
pathy and charily; moral force and leadership; physical and 
mental activities — all are considered In the award. 



School and college records 
without written examinations con- 
stitute the basis of Intellectual 
requirement. These scholarships 
are tenable at the University of 
Oxford, England, for two to three 
years, and amount to £000 per 
year. Eleven scholarships arc 
allotted, two each to Ontario and 
Quebec, one each to Alberta, Bri- 
tish Columbia, Manitoba, New 
Brunswick, Newfoundland, Nova 
Scotia and Saskatchewan. 

Candidates must be single, 
male, a resident of Canada or a 
British subject for five years on 
October 1, 19GS. After hU first 
year of tenure the student may 
marry. He must be between the 
ages of 10 and 25 on October 1, 
19G6. Students may compete ei- 
ther in their province of resi- 
dence or in the province where 
he has taken at least two years 
of university courses. Residents 
of the North west Territories will 
have the latter alternative while 
those, of Prince Edward Island 
may apply for a Nova Scotia or 
New Brunswick scholanhip, if. 
the latter alternative does not 
apply. Each province has a se- 
lection committee responsible to 
the Rhodes Trustees.

They accuse Americans of ra- 
cial prejudice; in 'Canada, the' 
problem is proportionately 
equal, but Canadians are too 
blind to realize this. 

The people of Canada repri- 
mand the foreign policy of the 
U.S.A. not realizing that if 
Britain and France had initiat- 
ed such a policy 30 years ago. 
Hitler would have , never risen 
lo power. They condemn the 



. Some of its admissions are revealing. 
It refers to student agitation against fees 
as "popular pressures". That is quite true; 
and it is helpful to have it so described by 
those who are feeling the pressure. By at-, 
tempting to split the opposition by throwing 
dollars to- postgraduates, it admits that the 
crisis is not confined to the early years of 
university. But what it ignores is that post- 
graduates hove first of oil to be under-, 
graduates. 

The whole question of increased aid is 
based on figures for summer earnings that 
have no apparent relevance to the fact that 
;t;foy^many people/'sum jobs are unavail- 



able. The McGill Placement Service admitted 
this summer that its task was no longer 
possible and it suggested that only govern- 
ment-created-employment could fill the gap 
left by on economy unable to assimilate 
the hordes of jobseekers who spill onto the 
labour market in June. . 

The suggestion that a federal minister 
be appointed to co-ordinate all federal as- 
sistance to universities should go over like 
a sandbag in Quebec. It is to be hoped that 
Quebec will react smartly to this offensive 
and ill-limed interference.. 

The means test is a straight lift from 
the recent Ontario Tory provincial plan by 
way of the Depression administration of 
R.B. Bennett in the Dirty Thirties. It should 
be firmly rejected as a reactionary and anti- 
democratic device. 

In general, the Bladen Report is trying 
to turn back the tide. By asking for increased 
emphasis, on bursaries instead of loons, it 
attempts to sugar the plum of its paternalis- 
tic and anti-student ethic. It is a manifesto 
designed to postpone the inevitable — the 
day when the people of Canada and 
Quebec say to their rulers: "This is our 
educational system, paid for by our people, 
designed wholly and completely for our 
children. As such; we ;areigo!ng/,toj run it.''

Uneasy truce in Kashmir

Though guns have silen- 
ced on lndo>Paki$tan bor* 
ders for the time being 
and the United Nations 
sponsored ceasefire has 
apparently come into 
force, the 475 mile long 
front line in Kashmir is still 
a scene of war-like tension 
which on any occasion 
may spark a new con- 
flagration. 

Tills undeclared war has been 
viewed as one of the gravest in 
(he twenty year history of the 
United Nations, for it was feared 
(hat any further escalation might 
drag the whole world to the 
brink of a third global war. 

The quest for peace was there- 
fore the immediate need of the 
hour, realized by all major 
powers from Soviet Russia to the 
United States. Meanwhile Com* 
munlsl China appeared well set' 
to jump into the turmoil to feed 
her own grandscale designs. 

• ^-^W&rj'^i^', ■ ,^ 
The current" climax in the 

crisis developed on the night of 
August S when several thousand 
armed Pakistani raiders led by 
Pakistani Army officers in plain 
clothes crossed the U.N. cease- 
fire line and advanced toward 
, Srlnagar, the capital of Jammu 
> and Kuhmir state,. with orders, 
to organize a rebellion against 
India among the Moslem major- 
ity. , :. ' .-. • • 

This was established by the 

report of the U.N. Secretary 
General U Thant to the security 
council in which he said: 

"General Nimmo (Chief of the 
U.N. observer group in Kashmir) 
' has indicated to me that the 
series of violations that began 
on August 5 were to a consider- 
able extent, in subsequent dayi, 
in the form of armed men, 
generally not in uniform', cross- 
ing (he ceasefire line from the 
Pakistani side for the purpose 
of armed action on the Indian 
side. 

, "This is a conclusion reached 
by General Nimmo .on. the basis 



of invcstlgalions by the United 
Nations observers in the light of 
the extcnsivencss and character 
of the raiding activities." 

The Indian army then moved 
to drive the raiders out of Kash- 
mir and cut the guerrillas' sup- 
ply routes. 

Indian action was met by 
Pakistan's U.S. supplied Patton 
tanks and F-86 Sabre Jets. With- 
in a short period the undeclared 
war spread to the International 
boundary line between India and 
Pakistan in the west as well as 
in the east. 

Root* of conflict 

But the roots of the conflict 
are deeper than the current de- 
velopment. The essential reason 
for this international crisis is 
that the basic facts behind it 
have been forgotten by those 
concerned with the vital question 
of peace; 

The genesis of the tragedy 
dates back about 17 years. Ac- 
curding to the Independence Act 
of 1047, Britain partitioned Brit- 
ish India into Iiidia and Pakistan 
according to Hindu and Muslim 
majority areas. But the princely 
states outside British Indian ter- 
ritory were left to join India or 
Pakistan solely according to the 
decision of the ruler of the state. 

. The Act stated: "An Indian 
State will be deemed to have 
acceedcd to the Dominion, if the 
Governor General has signified 
his acceptance, of an Instrument 
of Accession' excicuted by the 
Ruler thereof." ' 

The Act did not contain any 
provision for ascertaining the 
wishes of the people of princely 
states joining either state. In 
accordance with the act Pakistan 
and India accepted the accession 
of more than 560 princely states 
into the two Dominions. They 
did so not on the basis of the 
general will nor on religious 
considerations of the peoples of 
the states. 

The ruler of Jammu and Kash- 
mir acceedcd to India on October 
20, 1047 by signing the instru- 
ment of accession, duly accepted 
by the then Governor General of 
India, Lord Mountbatten. 

Pakistan, desiring the annex- 
ation of Kashmir, tent armed 
(ribals backed by (hree brigades 
of (hé Pàkls(an'Army (0 conquer 
the Indian state. India complain- 
ed to the U.N. security council 
regarding continued Pakistani 
aggression. 

Ignoring the legal accession of 
Kashmir to India, Pakistan com- 
plained about India's refusal to 
hold a plebiscite in Kashmir. 

The U.N. then passed two 
resolutions treating with the 



ceasefire and the plebLscile ques- 
tion and moved to set up the 
U.N. Commission on India and 
Pakijfan (UNCIP). 

The initial resolution on 
August 13, 1048 required that 
Pakistan should first begin with- 
drawal of all her forces, regular 
and irregular, from the entire 
state of Jammu and Kashmir. 
Upon completion India was to 
withdraw the bulk of her forces, 
keeping however sufficient 
forces for the maintencnce of 
order. 

The subsequent resolution, on 
January 5, 1049 acknowledged 
the right of a plebiscite but was 

to come into effect only after 
the first resolution had been 
carried out. 

The chairman of the U.N. 
Commission assured the Prime 
Minister of India towards the 
end of December 1048 that "in 
the event of Pakistan not accept- 
ing these proposals or, having 
accepted them, not implementing 
parts 1 and 2 of the resolution 
of 13th August 1048 (dealing 
with ceasefire and withdrawal of 
Pakistan forces from Kashmir), 
India's acceptance of them 
should not be regarded in any 
way as binding." This assurance 
was included in the second 
interim report of the U.N. Com- 
mission. 



Resolution unheeded 

For the last 17 years Pakistan 
has .'.totally ignored the im- 
pleméntation of this resolution. 
She greatly strengthened her 
military position in occupied 
Kashmir (so called "Azad Kash- 
mir") and set up foreign air 
bases in the territory. 

Since then an enormous 
change has altered the situation. 
India could not wait indefinitely 
for Pakistan (0 fulfil (he pre- 
requisKes laid down In (he U.N. 
resoludon of 1048. The people 
of Jammu and Kashmir have 
meanwhile exercised their rights 
in the last three general elec- 
tions, and each time have affirm- 
ed their being an integral part 
of India, although those in "Azad 
Kashmir" have never taken part 
in any election. 

Some sections of the Western 
press accepted the Pakistani line 
that the Kashmir issue is one of 
religion. 

India has embraced secularism 
as , a l)asic principle providing 
eqiial opportunity to Individuals 

irrespective of caste, creed, reli- 
gion or colour. Pakistan Is an 
islamic state with an autocratic 
ruler, unlike India, the largest 
democracy in the world. 

India is the third largest Mos- 
lem state in the world, with some 
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NATIONAL EMERGENCY:

50 million Moslems, IS million 
Christians, and various other 
religious and ethnic minorities. 

Some sections of the Western 
press have said that both India 
and Pakistan have used military 
equipment supplied by the 
United States. 

The American government is 
aware of the evidence that Pakis- 
tan, in violation of her assurance 
to the U.S., has used American 
supplied bombers and tanks and 
other equipment. But India has 
restrained herself from using 
any U.S. supplied equipment. 
Pakistan since 1054 has received 
1500 million dollars in military 
aid as against only 80 million 
dollars in military equipment 
delivered by the U.S. to India. 

China 'VS. democracy 

While Pakistan has been 
master-minding her military- 
oriented foreign policy with am- 
bitions for Kashmir, she has 
found it, convenient to join with 
China in an unholy marriage 
for mutual bargaining on Kash- 
mir. 

In violation of International 

law, Pakistan gave away to China 
by agreement 2,000 square miles 
of Jammu and Kashmir as if it 
were her own, without . iMthering 



about self-determination. Cliina, 
on her part, is supporting Pakls- 
tan temporarily in line with her 
expansionist policy and in con- 
tinuation of her illegal occupa- 
tion of 42,000 square miles of 
Indian territory in Kashmir and 
in the northeast 

India, as a democratic country, 
has become a stumbling block 
for China's ambitions in Asia. To 
humble and humiliate India is 
China's design today. And 
humiliation of the Indian demo- 
cratic setup would be the death 
of democracy in Asia. 

Youth and students of the 
world, who- have been in the 
forefront of the pursuit for peace 
have been gravely concerned 
with the deteriorating ^ situation 
in Kashmir. The - International 
Student Conference has deplored 
the infiltrations and urged cc.<;sa- 
tion of armed conflict, and has 
always upheld the principles of 
Justice and territorial sovereign- 
ty of free nations in its stand 
on the dispute. 

Major powers of the globe as 
represented in the security coun- 
cil of the U.N. have still greater 
responsibility. The permanent 
settlement of the Kashmir prob- 
lem docs not lie In discovering 
arrangements to suit interested 
powers, but in seeking the truth 
behind the story. -
